OVERVIEW  STATEMENT 


The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  is  responsible  for  the 
administration  and  delivery  of  justice  services  to  all  communities 
in  Ontario.  The  Ministry's  mandate  is  to  provide  an  accessible  and 
fair  justice  system  which  reflects  the  needs  of  the  people  it 
serves.  The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  prosecutes  all 
matters  under  the  Federal  Criminal  Code,  the  Young  Offenders  Act, 
and  the  Provincial  Statutes.  These  prosecutions  are  conducted  by 
Crown  Attorneys  located  throughout  the  province.  Lawyers  in  the 
Civil  Law  Division  conduct  civil  litigation  and  provide  advice  on 
legal  matters  to  the  government  and  its  agencies,  boards  and 
commissions.  The  Ministry  also  advises  government  on  constitu¬ 
tional  questions.  The  Ministry  co-ordinates  the  administration  of 
court  services  in  Ontario,  operating  a  network  of  over  250  court 
offices.  Programs  administered  by  the  Ministry  include  the  Support 
and  Custody  Enforcement  Program,  the  Victim-Witness  Program,  and 
the  Drinking  and  Driving  Countermeasures  Office.  The  Ministry  also 
develops  policy  for  and  funds  the  Ontario  Legal  Aid  Plan.  Boards, 
commissions  and  administrative  agencies  overseen  by  the  Ministry 
include  the  Official  Guardian,  the  Public  Trustee,  the  Criminal 
Injuries  Compensation  Board,  the  Office  of  the  Police  Complaints 
Commissioner,  the  Boards  of  Inquiry,  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board, 
and  the  Assessment  Review  Board.  In  addition,  the  Ministry 
initiates  and  manages  the  reform  of  laws  affecting  the 
administration  of  justice  in  Ontario.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Policy  Development  Division  develops  the  legislative  program  of 
the  Ministry.  It  analyses  and  in  some  cases  initiates  proposals 
for  law  reform,  and  assists  generally  in  the  transformation  of  law 
reform  ideas  into  legislative  and  administrative  action.  The 
Division  produces  policy  submissions  for  Cabinet  and  its  committees 
and  works  with  Legislative  Counsel  in  the  preparation  of  draft 
bills.  Legal  and  policy  research,  analysis,  consultation  and 
representing  the  Ministry  on  interministerial  and  intergovernmental 
committees  are  major  Division  activities.  The  Division  has 
financial  responsibility  for  the  Ontario  Legal  Aid  Plan  in  addition 
to  its  ongoing  legal  and  policy  functions.  The  Division  is  also 
responsible  for  a  number  of  Ministry  activities  in  relation  to 
human  rights,  race  relations,  and  native  issues. 


FUNCTIONS 

The  Division's  major  functions  are  summarized  as  follows; 

•  Studying  and  analyzing  all  aspects  of  the  administration  of 
justice  in  Ontario. 

•  Continual  review  of  the  approximately  120  statutes 
administered  by  the  Ministry,  proposing  reform  and  analyzing 
suggestions  for  reform  from  the  Ontario  Law  Reform  Commission, 
the  public,  lawyers,  other  ministries  and  members  of  the 
Legislature . 

•  Developing  the  legislative  program  of  the  Ministry.  This 
process  begins  with  discussions  on  suggested  legislation  with 
senior  staff  members  of  the  Ministry.  Frequently  discussions 
are  held  and  position  papers  are  prepared  in  consultation  with 
outside  groups  which  have  an  interest  in  the  issue.  Policy 
submissions  are  then  prepared  outlining  the  problems  and 
evaluating  all  government  options  for  discussion  and  decision¬ 
making  by  the  Cabinet  Committee  on  Justice  and  by  Cabinet. 
This  process  concludes  with  counsel  from  the  Division 
assisting  legislative  counsel  to  create  draft  bills  reflecting 
Cabinet  decisions,  and  preparing  compendiums  for  use  by 
members  of  the  Legislature.

INITIATIVES 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  has  been  steering  and  monitoring  a 
federal-provincial  review  of  the  certificate  activities  of  the 
Ontario  Legal  Aid  Plan.  The  final  report  is  expected  to  be 
ready  by  May  1991. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  initiated  a  review,  along  with 
officials  with  Ministries  of  Health  and  Community  and  Social 
Services,  of  the  delivery  of  non-legal  citizenship  advocacy 
services  to  the  province's  disadvantaged  adults.  Its  imple¬ 
mentation  has  been  announced  along  with  Substitute  Decision 
Making  for  Mentally  Incapable  Persons. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  co-ordinated  a  consultation  group  on 
proposals  for  a  new  Limitations  Act.  The  group  includes 
members  of  the  Canadian  Bar  Association  -  Ontario,  profes¬ 
sional  organizations,  municipalities,  persons  with  handicaps, 
women,  and  other  non-government  organizations.  A  report  will 
be  presented  for  government  consideration  in  1991-92. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  initiated  a  review  to  liberalize  and 
rationalize  the  law  of  standing  in  order  to  improve  access  to 
justice  in  Ontario.  An  Advisory  Group  on  the  Law  of  Standing 
was  established  for  this  purpose.  The  Committee  is  expected 
to  report  to  the  Attorney  General  in  April,  1991. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  is  co-ordinating  a  broad  government 
response  to  issues  that  have  arisen  out  of  allegations  of 
physical  and  sexual  abuse  of  children  at  provincial  reform 
institutions  over  30  years  ago. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  is  developing  in  consultation  with 
other  interested  ministries  a  proposal  to  consider  a  network 
of  supervised  access  facilities  in  the  province  to  assist  non¬ 
custodial  parents  to  maintain  a  relationship  with  their 
children.

The  majority  of 
projects  are  funded  through  the  Ministry  of  Citizenship 
Multiculturalism  and  Race  Relations  Fund.  A  review  of  the 
communications  strategy  for  ensuring  adequate  and  appropriate 
communications  to  a  multicultural  and  multiracial  public  was 
completed,  a  racial  minority  youth  conference  was  held  on 
justice  system  issues,  and  a  Minority  Advocacy  Rights  Council 
was  funded  to  review  the  advocacy  needs  of  minorities. 

•  Counsel  is  coordinating  a  consultation  group  on  amendments  to 
the  Trespass  to  Property  Act. 

•  Counsel  has  commenced  a  review  of  legislative  policies  based 
on  spousal  status. 

•  Counsel  continues  their  work  on  a  number  of  major  projects 
such  as  enhancements  to  support  and  custody  enforcement 
legislation,  class  actions,  tenant  protection,  alternative 
dispute  resolution,  administrative  tribunal  reform,  conflict 
of  interest,  legislation  governing  several  programs,  inter¬ 
national  law,  the  rights  of  children,  and  access  of  justice 
and  legal  services  generally.

The  Assistant  Deputy  Attorney  General,  Criminal  Law,  is  responsible 
for  the  operation  of  the  Criminal  Law  Division  which  conducts  all 
criminal  prosecutions  and  appeals  and  provides  legal  advice  to  the 
Attorney  General  and  Deputy  Attorney  General  in  all  criminal  law 
matters.  The  Division,  through  the  Office  of  Director  of  Criminal 
Prosecutions  and  the  Crown  Law  Office  Criminal  also  provides  legal 
advice  on  criminal  or  quasi-criminal  matters  to  other  government 
ministries,  agencies,  boards  and  commissions. 


FUNCTIONS

INITIATIVES 


Delay  Reduction 

•  The  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  released  its  judgement  in  Askov  et 
al .  V.  The  Queen  on  October  18,  1990.  The  court  ruled  that 
the  constitutionally  permissable  time  to  trial  in  the  General 
Division  in  Peel  was  6  to  8  months  from  the  date  of  committal. 

•  Subsequent  to  this  decision,  the  Criminal  Law  Division  was 
given  approval  to  hire  70  Assistant  Crown  Attorneys  and  12 
Crown  Counsel  as  well  as  32  support  staff  to  complement  the 
judicial  appointments  made  in  this  Ministry's  effort  to 
eliminate  the  backlog  of  cases. 

•  To  complement  the  additional  resources,  the  Division  is 
actively  involved  in  working  to  improve  the  movement  of  cases 
through  the  court  system  in  cooperation  with  court  staff  and 
the  judiciary. 

•  As  part  of  this  general  thrust  the  Division  will  be 
implementing  new  practices  designed  to  promote  the  timely 
resolution  of  cases. 

Current  examples  of  these  practices/programs  are; 

Implementation  of  guidelines  regarding  the  screening  of 
cases  and  disclosure  of  case  information  to  defence 
counsel . 

A  feasibility  study  regarding  adult  post-charge  diversion 
programs .

INITIATIVES  (CONT’D) 


Aboriginal  Justice  -  Alternative  Measures  Program 

•  The  Ministry  has  funded  an  alternative  measures  pilot  project 
which  will  be  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  Aboriginal  Legal 
Services  of  Toronto  Inc.  The  proposal  involves  the  selection 
of  suitable  candidates  to  be  diverted  from  the  Provincial 
court  and  brought  before  a  Native  Community  Council  which  will 
impose  appropriate  dispositions.  The  decision  and  the 
sponsoring  organization  will  jointly  evaluate  the  program  to 
assess  the  benefits  of  this  type  of  program  to  aboriginal 
persons  who  come  into  conflict  with  the  law. 


Child  Witness  Projects 

•  The  Division  has  received  funding  to  support  the  continuation 
of  two  community  based  pilot  projects  which  were  designed  to 
assist  children  suffering  from  abuse,  in  dealing  with  the 
court  process.  The  pilot  projects  will  be  evaluated  to  assess 
the  best  way  of  meeting  the  needs  of  these  children  in  the 
court  system.

INITIATIVES  (CONT’D) 

•  Provision  of  caseflow  management  information  to  assist  in 
forecasting  trends  and  identifying  impending  problems. 

•  Development  of  a  Criminal  Case  Management  system  for  Ontario 
Court  General  Division  to  complement  the  present  system 
operating  within  the  Provincial  Division.  These  systems  are 
designed  to  support  Ministry  efforts  to  provide  efficient 
court  services  through  training  and  development  of  staff, 
implementation  of  improved  procedures  and  provision  of 
management  information. 

•  Participation  in  the  newly-created  Ontario  and  Regional  Courts 
Management  Advisory  Committees.  These  committees  (which  have 
representatives  from  the  judiciary,  the  Bar,  the  public,  the 
Crown,  and  Courts  Administration)  are  designed  to  consider  and 
recommend  to  the  appropriate  authority  policies  and  procedures 
to  promote  better  administration  of  justice  and  the  effective 
use  of  resources,  including  judicial  and  other  personnel,  in 
the  public  interest. 

•  Completion  of  the  steps  necessary  to  respond  to  the  September 
1990  decision  of  the  Ontario  Labour  Relations  Tribunal  that 
certain  f ee-f or-service  employees  are  public  servants. 

•  Provision  of  support  for  the  restructuring  of  the  Justice  of 
the  Peace  system  as  established  in  legislation  proclaimed  on 
August  31,  1990. 

•  Participation  by  Courts  Administration  staff  on  Employee 
Relations  Committees  in  all  regions  of  the  province.  These 
committees,  which  were  the  result  of  an  agreement  negotiated 
between  the  Ontario  Public  Service  Employees  Union  and  the 
province,  will  seek  to  resolve  employee-related  issues  at  the 
local  level. 

•  Participation  by  Courts  Administration  staff  on  Joint  Health 
and  Safety  Committees  to  be  established  in  all  workplaces 
across  the  province.  These  committees  will  be  committed  to 
improving  health  and  safety  conditions  in  the  workplace.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

To  enforce  support  and  custody  provisions  contained  in  Court  orders 
and  agreements  as  mandated  by  the  Support  and  Custody  Orders 
Enforcement  Act,  1985.  This  activity  removes  the  financial  burden 
for  such  enforcement  from  the  support  recipient  and  works  to  reduce 
child  poverty  through  vigorous  enforcement  of  support  orders. 


FUNCTIONS 

The  program  operates  from  field  offices  located  in  major  urban 

centres  of  the  Province;  Toronto,  London,  Windsor,  Hamilton, 

Oshawa,  Ottawa,  Sudbury  and  Thunder  Bay. 

•  Since  July  2,  1987,  all  court  orders  containing  support 

provisions  must  be  automatically  filed  with  one  of  the  field 
offices.  Orders  or  agreements  before  July  2,  1987  may  be 

voluntarily  filed  with  the  program. 

•  Once  filed,  these  orders/agreements  are  monitored  by  a 
computer  system.  In  the  event  of  default,  the  program  is 
empowered  to  take  enforcement  action,  if  any,  in  the  manner 
that  is  practical. 

•  Payments  received  by  the  program  for  the  support  payor  are 
recorded  and  deposited  and  the  amount  is  sent  by  way  of 
government  cheque  to  the  support  recipient  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  order /agreement .

INITIATIVES 

•  Major  legislative  amendments  to  the  Support  and  Custody  Orders 

Enforcement  Act.  1985  were  introduced  in  the  Legislative 
Assembly  in  December,  1990.  These  changes  are  outlined  in 

Bill  17,  The  Child  and  Family  Support  Act,  1990. 

This  legislation  provides  for  the  automatic  deduction  of 
support  payments  from  a  payor's  source  of  income  (e.g.  wages, 
salaries)  to  be  sent  to  the  enforcement  program  for 
disbursement  to  the  support  recipient  and  dependents.  This 
order,  called  the  Support  Deduction  Order,  will  be  initiated 
by  the  court  at  the  same  time  a  support  order  is  made. 

These  changes  will  result  in  a  reduced  delay  in  ensuring  a 
regular  flow  of  support  payments  and  will  permit  program 
resources  to  be  directed  towards  the  more  difficult  cases  in 
need  of  enforcement  (e.g.  self-employed  persons). 

•  The  Program  will  continue  to  undertake  special  measures  to 
address  the  existing  backlog  in  enforcement  caseload  where 
support  obligations  are  not  being  met.  Such  measures  include 
revising  procedures  in  order  that  new  case  information  can  be 
acted  upon  promptly  and  greater  automation  of  manual 
management  procedures . 

As  well,  additional  contract  staff  will  assist  the  enforcement 
personnel  and  there  will  be  initiatives  to  solicit  information 
from  support  recipients  which  could  assist  enforcement 
strategies .

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Assessment  Review  Board  was  established  under  the  Assessment 
Act,  1968-69  and  continues  under  the  Assessment  Review  Board  Act. 
R.S.O.  1980,  C.32,  as  amended.  This  Board  is  an  administrative 
tribunal  which  draws  its  jurisdiction  from  the  Assessment  Act,  the 
Municipal  Act  and  the  Commercial  Concentration  Act  1989. 

The  Board  is  the  first  level  encountered  by  the  public  in  the 
assessment  appeal  procedure. 


FUNCTIONS 

To  hear  and  determine: 

•  Complaints  against  realty  and  business  assessment  forming  the 
basis  of  municipal  taxation  in  Ontario. 

•  Complaints  and  appeals  against  school  support  assessments  for 
school  board  taxation. 

•  The  apportionment  of  municipal  taxes  or  rates  applicable  to 
individual  parcels  where  land  has  been  assessed  in  block. 

•  When  authorized  by  a  municipal  by-law  (or  by  way  of  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  a  municipal  council),  applications  for 
the  cancellation,  reduction  or  refund  of  municipal  taxes  and 
applications  for  an  increase  in  municipal  taxes  where  gross  or 
manifest  errors  have  been  made  in  the  collector's  roll. 

•  Complaints  against  assessments  pursuant  to  the  Commercial 
Concentration  Tax  Act. 


In  addition: 

•  Certify  the  assessment  rolls  of  each  municipality  when  all 
complaints  in  the  municipality  have  been  disposed  of  by  the 
Board . 

•  Collect  prescribed  fees  and  accept  appeals  against  decisions 
of  the  Board  for  transmittal  to  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board.

•  Views  the  property  in  question. 

•  Listens  to  both  parties  and  if  it  considers  it  has  enough 
information  and  the  parties  have  not  agreed  during  the 
meeting,  then  it  will  give  its  opinion  as  to  the  compensation 
the  Board  feels  would  be  fair.  This  may  or  may  not  be 
accepted  by  either  party;  if  no  agreement  follows,  they  are 
free  to  proceed  to  arbitration  (Ontario  Municipal  Board) .

•  The  Board  through  various  public  relations  mechanisms 
publicizes  to  the  general  public  the  functions  of  the  Criminal 
Injuries  Compensation  Board. 

•  The  Board  publishes  an  Annual  Report  with  statistics  and 
sample  Board  Orders  for  review  by  interested  parties. 

•  The  Board  identifies  and  carries  out  various  methods  of 
administering  the  files  of  applicants  to  shorten  the  time 
frame  from  the  receipt  of  the  application  to  the  conclusion  of 
the  file.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  new  Police  Services  Act  proclaimed  on  December  31,  1990, 

created  a  full-time  chair  to  administer  independent  boards  of 
inquiry  to  conduct  hearings  as  a  result  of  complaints  regarding 
allegations  of  police  misconduct.  Boards  of  inquiry  were  previous¬ 
ly  constituted  by  the  Public  Complaints  Commissioner. 

FUNCTIONS 

Each  board  of  inquiry  consists  of  three  members  drawn  from  a  panel 
appointed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council.  The  presiding 
Chair  is  a  member  of  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  appointed  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Attorney  General.  The  second  member  is 
a  non-lawyer  appointed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Police  Associ¬ 
ation  of  Ontario.  The  third  is  a  non-lawyer  appointed  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Association  of  Municipalities  of  Ontario.  A 
serving  police  officer  cannot  sit  on  the  board  of  inquiry. 

Hearings  will  be  held  locally  if  possible. 

A  board  of  inquiry  will  be  constituted: 

.  When  the  Police  Complaints  Commissioner  orders  a  complaint  to 
be  heard  by  a  civilian  board  of  inquiry. 

When  a  Chief  of  Police  orders  that  a  matter  be  heard  by  a 
board  of  inquiry. 

.  When  a  police  officer  appeals  an  adverse  decision  of  an 
internal  disciplinary  hearing  to  a  board  of  inquiry. 

A  decision  of  a  board  of  inquiry  may  be  appealed  to  the  Divisional 
Court . 

INITIATIVES 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  legislation,  the 
Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  intends  to  recommend  a  full-time 
Chair  for  appointment  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  by 
September  1991.  The  Chair  will  hire  a  Registrar  and  a  Secretary, 
and  recommend  part-time  chairs  for  appointment  to  the  boards,  as 
needed . 
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
